Trouble with control of i jecis 


Question: My game 
from the tees is fairly con- 
sistent.However, I seem to 
lose all concept of aim and 
distance when I move to 
my irons, especially 3-7. 
Any tips? 


Answer: Since you are 
hitting your tee shots okay, 
I can assume you are lining 
up to a specific target (not 
just the fairway in general). 
If you are doing the same 
with your irons and they 
aren't going where you think 
they should be going, it’s 
lime to go to the range and 
find out why. 

Have someone check to 
see if youare lined up where 
you think you are. If youare 
lined up correctly, then it 
sounds like a swing prob- 
lem. Use the same target 
and work through your bag 
to make sure all your clubs 
are going in the same direc- 
lion. 

\iter sou.warm up, itmay 
be a good idea to start with 
the club you normally use 
from the tee, get it going 
where you wantit, then com- 


pare each of your irons to 
that club, switching back and 
forth. 

If they all go at your tar- 
get, then try to Use the same 
pre-shot rouline that you use 
with your tee shots for your 
iron shots as well. [tis notas 
easy to lineup when you're 
on the fairway, so pick an 
intermediatt target in front 
of your. ball on the target 
line. Set up to that spot as 
best you can and make the 
same swing that got you to 
the fairway. 

If your tee shots and iron 
shots aré inconsistent on the 
range aS well. you should 
have yourswing checked to 
be sure it's not causing the 
problem. What works for 
your tee shots to keep them 
in play may not necessarily 
work for your irons. A 
trained eve from your local 
pro should be able to solve 
the problem.

Mississippi 60 lake 
watershed watch 


Mississippi Valley -- 
The Conservation Author- 
ity and the, Mississippi Val- 
ley Lake Stewardship Net- 
work have recently 
launched the Watershed 
Watch program to monitor 
water quality in sixty lakes 
throughout the watershed. 

"We want our lakes to be 
healthy and attractive." said 
Laurel Grills, the program's 
co-ordinator. "but the more 
we use our lakes, the greater 
the chances for problems 
to occur. Every lake can 
assimilate a certain amount 
of nutrient input. However, 
too many nutrients can cause 
terrible weed and -algae 
growth. which can threaten 
fish habitat. Watershed 
Watch will collect water 
samples to measure the 
phosphorus, dissolved oxy- 
gen and chlorophyll con- 
tent, and the temperature 
and water clarity of each 
lake. We'll compare the cur- 
rent information to historic 
data and use it to monitor 


changés in the lake’s char- 
acteristics. The earlier we 
can identify and address the 
causes, the easier it will be 
to prevent problems.” 

Watershed Watch 
startedMhis summer on the 
upper watershed lakes and 
will continue on the down- 
stream lakes over the next 
five years. 

Volunteers are a vital part 
of the program. They can 
help by taking water sam- 
ples and measurements, 
learning about water quality 
monitoring. inventory and 
restoration techniques at the 
program's workshops. par- 
ticipating in shoreline resto- 
ration projects, and making 
donations to support Wa- 
tershed Watch ontheir lake.

Charles Dale Lockart, 51, 
was convicted of twocharges 
of mischief to data and un- 
authorized use of a compu 
ter and/or its data following 
a Criminal Code trial heard 
in a Campbellford court. 

Judge Rhys Morgan sus- 
pended the passing of sen 
tence and put Lockhart on 
probation fora year. He at 
tached no special conditions 
because restitution had al- 
ready been paid. 

The former owneroftwo 
insurance businesses, one in 
Hastings and one in 
Campbellford, Lockhart sold 
the business to Reg Ward 
Insurance of Cobourg in 
1996. Lockhart was accused 
of computer tampering af- 
ter he was no longer an 
employee of Ward Insurance. 
In handing down his deci- 
sion, Morgan said Lockhart 
acted ina “‘covert’’ fashion 
in gaining access tocompu- 
terinformation. 

An official from Reg 
Ward Insurance Services has 
clarified a few technical er- 
rors in the original newspa- 
per coverage. 

Reg Ward Insurance Serv 
ices Lid, purchased the busi- 
ness of Lockhart Insurance 
Brokers in Jan, 1996. The 
former owner, Charles Dale 
Lockhart, was retained .by 
contract as manager of the 
Hastings and Camphbellford 
offices. 

Ward contigued to oper- 
ate these offices under the 
name of Lockhart Insurance 
Brokers. However, in April 
1997, after moving into an 
office building on Front 


Street in Hastings, a deci 
sron Was made tochange the 
public operating name toReg 
Ward Insurance Services, as 
aresultof some intemal prob 
lems. ; 

Due to a continuing in 
vestigation and impending 
further legal actions, the firm 
is notatliberty toexpand on 
details, but confirm that the 
contract with Mr. Lockhart 
Was terminated on Sept. 8, 
1997, with payment of two 
years salary. At that time, 
Mr. Lockhart’s computer 
password wasdeleted from 
the system. All other staff 
passwords were also 
changed at that time. 

A Reg Ward spokesman 
said it was felt that these 
changes were sufficientand 
had no further concerns for 
security ‘ 

As stated in the article, 
wher staff attempted to ac 
cess the Ward computer pro 
gram Oct. 17, 1997, their 
access to the system was 
denied as passwords had 
been changed. Afterseveral 
attempts to get into the pro 
gram, the firm contacted 
MicroAge Computer Sys 


. tems in Peterborough to 


enlist their assistance, 

It was then learned that 
Mr. Lockhart had purchased 
a compatible computer sys 
temand wasin possessionot 
computer backup tapes from 
May 1997, which the com 
puter firm had restored to 
hisnew system. [tis believed 
that this is what allowed for 
the previously deleted secu 
rity codes to be restored to 
the computersystemin Hast, 
ings, explains the spokes 
man.

Practice the escape plan 
at least twice a year. The 
Great Escape is a perfect 
time to start. Make sure that 
everyone is familiar with 
the fire escape plan. Walk 
through it with the whole 
family. 

Install smoke alarms on 
every level of your home 
and in, or near, all sleeping 
levels. Test your smoke 
alarms once a month and 
replace all batteries each 
year. Make sure everyone 
knows the sound of the 
alarm and how to react im- 
mediately whenever it 
sounds. 

And, remember, if there 
really-is a fire in your home 
-- once out, stay out!! Once 
you are out of your home, 
call the fire department from 
the nearest outside phone.

A place where teens can be teens 


without facing judgement

Many people may 
wonder what i is kids do 
whenthey gountothe Foun 
datrons of Friendship and 
Putthon Durham Streethere 
Wt Madoc. Is not unusual, 
especially now with the 
schools back im to see a 
‘group of teens sitting out 
side the building or going in 
und out of the door. 

“They come in dur- 
ing lunch and we build 
friendship, trust and conhi- 
dence with them,” Sister 
Antoimetic says. “We share 
ourlives with them and they 
share their lives with us.” 

The drop-in-centre 
has been running now for 
nearly two years, originally 
opening its doors on De- 
cember & of 1996. It was 


co-founded by Troy 
Thompson and Sister 
Antoinette. 


The kids can stop in 
and have a bowl of soup, 
coffee, cookies or whatever 
goodies are in the building. 
It’s simply a place where 
teens can go and be them- 
selves without having to 
worry about how they are 
dressed or what they look 
like on the outside. 

“Its an alternative 


place to hang out.” Thomp 

son says. Yet. he’s quick to 
pom out that “negative be 

haviour 1s not tolerated in 
the building and the teens 
have to understand that 

They are told not to prek on 
each other. use profanity or 
to.take the Lord’s name im 
sain. 


“It’s a safe place. it’s 
a very neutral place,” 
Sister Antoinette

And while Thomp- 
son says he s never actually 
had the rules written down 
most of the kids now know 
the rules and try to respect 
them while in the vicinity. 

Though the centre ts 
not necessarily @ religious 
place Thompson and Sister 
Antoinette explain that they 
doottfera Bible session once 
a week which some kids do 
attend and even one girl 
wanted to know where she 
could be baptised after she 
began hanging out at the 
centre. 

Although many peo- 


ple in the community may 
believe the centre i$ used 
simply by students as a place 
to ditch school Thompson 
explains that the teens know 
thes are not allowed a th 
centre when they are sup 
posed tobe attending chisses 
und the centre tries to have 
Hs hours mirror those of the 
high school therefore chm 
nating the chances of stu 
dents using it as an alterna 
tive toschool They are open 
during the junior and senior 
lunch hours and sometimes 


after school, Students are 
aware thatthe y are allowed

As much as I 
love Ontario there's only 
one place that | will truly 
ever look at as home in my 
heart and that place is right 
on the edge on-the Atlantic 
Ocean. 

Yet, even though the 
Atlantic coast offers scen- 
ery that<can easily take your 
breath away I've always 
been aware of the simple 
fact that there is more op- 
portunity for people here in 
Ontario. For reasons which 
| can’t explain it just seems 
there is very little economy 
in the east. | know a great 
deal of people in my home 
province who have “‘sea- 
spinal” jobs that usually last 
for five or six. months and 
they will then go on unem- 
ployment or pogie as some 
of them refer to it. 

Now. | don't have 
any problem with the aver- 
age Joe who takes a season- 
al job Knowing he may have 
to draw unemployment and 
then continues looking fora 
full time job but | do have a 
problem with people taking 
a seasonal job so they can 
have. a holiday during the 
winter months. 


Here's an example. I 
was talking to a friend of 
mine who I’ve known just 
about all my life. Our con- 
versation went something 
like this: 

"So, you're done in 
October, what are you go- 
ing to do for the winter?”"4 
asked. 

' “Draw unemploy- 
ment.”” 

**Don't you get bored 
sitting around the house?” 

He sort of laughed 
and said. ** Who cares? I've 
got the winter off but I'm 
still gettin’ money.”’ 

I told him how sick I 
was paying into U.I. so in- 
dividuals like him can get a 
“paid vacatién”’ while | 
keep working every, month 
of the year. And yet, I'[l bet, 
should | be laid off I'd have 
to fight just to be able to 


‘ draw unemployment during 


my **vacation’’. Hejustsort 
of laughed and shrugged his 
shoulders. 

No, before you all 
come down to the office to 
string me up, | do under- 
stand that some people must 
go on unemployment while 
they wait for a new job to 
crop up but these yo-hos 
who intentionally take a job 
so they can have the winter 
months off | have a major 
problem with.
